1 . AS PROMISED REFTEL (B), THE FOLLOWING ARE OUR VIEWS 
CONCERNING POINTS RAISED IN PARA 7 OF YOUR CHECK LIST. 
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YOU MAY USE POINTS, WITH EXCEPTION PARA 6 IN FUTURE 
TALKS WITH PRESIDENT PEREZ. 

2. NUCLEAR REPROCESSING PLANT. USG DEEPLY INDEBTED TO 
CAP FOR STRONG SUPPORT IN LATIN AMERICA FOR PRESIDENT 
CARTER'S NUCLEAR NONPROLIFERATION POLICIES. AS WE CONTINUE 
TO EXPRESS APPRECIATION FOR PEREZ' STAND IN THIS REGARD. 
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WE MUST GENTLY DEFLECT HIS SUGGESTION FOR A LATIN AMERICAN 
MULTINATIONAL REPROCESSING PLANT IN DIRECTIONS COMPATIBLE 
WITH CURRENT USG POLICY. ON APRIL 7 PRESIDENT CARTER 
STATED THAT THE BENEFITS OF NUCLEAR POWER ARE VERY REAL. 

BUT A VIABLE AND ECONOMIC US PROGRAM CAN BE SUSTAINED WITH- 
OUT NEAR TERM COMMERCIAL REPROCESSING. THE US POSITION 
IS THAT ALTERNATIVES TO REPROCESSING NOT INVOLVING 
SEPARATION OF PURE PLUTONIUM BUT POSSIBLY OFFERING EQUIVA- 
LENT ENERGY BENEFITS DO EXIST AND SHOULD BE INVESTIGATED. 

HENCE HIS CALL FOR AN INTERNATIONAL EVALUATION EFFORT TO 
EXAMINE SUCH TECHNICAL ALTERNATIVES, AS WELL AS INSTITU- 
TIONAL ALTERNATIVES, TO REDUCE THE RISKS OF THE 
DISSEMINATION OF PLUTONIUM. CONSEQUENTLY, UNTIL THE 
EVALUATION PROGRAM IS COMPLETED WE WOULD CONSIDER PEREZ' 
IDEA PREMATURE. MOREOVER, TO ENCOURAGE A MULTINATIONAL

3. SOUTH AFRICA/NAMIBIA. WE APPRECIATE CAP'S INTEREST 
IN THE NAMIBIAN QUESTION, AND LOOK FORWARD TO KEEPING 
IN TOUCH WITH HIM ON IT. WE WOULD APPRECIATE HIS SUPPORT 
FOR THE CONTACT GROUP S EFFORTS TO NEGOTIATE A PEACEFUL 
SETTLEMENT FOR NAMIBIAN INDEPENDENCE. IN THIS CON- 
NECTION, ANYTHING CAP CAN DO TO MAKE HIS LATIN AMERICAN 
COUNTERPARTS MORE AWARE OF THE CONTACT GROUP'S EFFORTS

GOV SUPPORT FOR BOTH TREATIES SHOULD BE WELCOMED AND WE 
SHOULD ENCOURAGE THEM TO CONTINUE SUCH SUPPORT. NO 
JOINTLY COORDINATED GAME PLAN SEEMS NECESSARY AT PRESENT, 
BUT A NEED FOR ONE MAY EVENTUALLY DEVELOP. WE WANT TO 
KEEP THE OPTION OPEN BUT WITHOUT TAKING ANY ACTION AT 
PRESENT. ON THE NPT GOV COULD HELP REGIONALLY BY

HAD ALREADY AGREED PUBLICLY NOT TO NEGOTIATE ANY MORE 
AGREEMENTS SIMILAR TO THE ONE WITH BRAZIL (WITH 
REPROCESSING TECHNOLOGY INCLUDED). SCHMIDT HAS COMMITTED
